The Coal Team Drivers’ Un‘on includes 
in ita membership virtually all of the dri- 
vers working for the large firms in the city,

Tie Bupreme Court, in banc, through 
Judge Marshall, today awardel juis- 
ment to the state against the beef packers 
for combining to fix and control prices of 
meats and assessed thr punishinent 
at a fine of $5000 each and all the costs in 
the case. 


The fine is to”be paid to Clerk John R. 
Green, of the Supreme Court, wiihin 
Gays from this date, and, if any of the 
companies fails to pay the fine within 
that time, a judgment of vuster will sue 
at once, oust/ng the company from doing 
business in the state of M'ssouri. 


The packers, against whom tiis judgment 
was issued, are the Armour Packing Co. of. 


Chicago. the Hammond Packing Co. of Ch'i- 
cag’. the Cudahy Packing Co. of Chicago), 
Swift & Co. of Chicago, and Schwartzchild 
& Sulzberger. All of thees companics have 
extensive branch houees in St. Louis, Kan-. 
sax City and St. Joseph. 

The money will be paid by the clerk of 
the supreme court into the state treasury 
and will go into the general revenue find 
of the state. 

The Henry Krug Packing Co. was at first 


4 associated with the other companies in this 


proceeding, but the court some iime ago 
dismissed the proceeding against hat com- 
pany, it belng a M’ssour! corporation which 
handled pork exclusively. 

Vhe total costs in these cases will be’ 
about $5000, of which each of the five com- 
paries against whom Judgment was award- | 
ed is to pay its proportion.

SHIPS CRASH 
FOG: MANY 
WES LOST 


Freighter Tears a 100-Foot 
Hole in Passenger Vessel, 
Ripping Off Secord Cabin 
and Seven Saloon State- 
rooms. 


NEW LONDON, Conn., March 2.—! 
fos which descended on the waters of Long 
Island Sound last night, the big Fall Riv- 


er ge | sanpe Plymouth, from New 
York for Fall yer, with 500 passengers| 


and a crew_of ,200.men, was struck while 
passing through the Race, by the freight 
steamer City of Taunton of the same line, 
bound from New York. 

Six persons are known to have been killed, 
and many others are probably dead. 

A full hundred feet of the starboard side 
of the vessel was smashed in as if it had 


been paper. 


The staterooms of the second cabin were 
entirely cut away, while down in the hold 
mémbers of the crew, who were asleep in 
the steerage, were drowned by the torrent 
that poured through the great gap made by 
the bow of the freighter. 

Although greatly terrified, the persons,on 
the wrecked ship exercised great self-con- 
trol, and there was no panic. 

The collision occurred after the , vessel 
had slowly made her way up the sound 
through the fog until she reached a point 
east of Gull island 

The City of Taunton drove up out of the 
fog, and, when sne was sighted by the 
Plymouth, was too close to avoid the col- 
ligion. 

There was a quick exchange of signals 
nd then the crash came. 
The bow of the City of Taunton pene- 


and, as she backed away, she raked the 
upper works of the passenger vessel, tear- 
ing out the second cabin and ripping the 
staterooms to pieces. 

Water poured irto the hold and drowned 
members of the crew in their bunks. 

“The Pymouth was immediately headed 
for this city. 

It was thought at one time that the 
ship’s company would have to take to the 
boats, but the clcsing of the collision bulk- 
heads prevented the water from gaining 
and the vessel made the harbor and wharf 
unassisted. 

There is no way of telling immediately 
how many perished. 

Six are dead, certainly, and in the mass 
of debris from the wrecked cabin and 
staterooms there may be several more 


bodies, while in the steerage it is thought 
there are bodies of others drowned besides 
those reported. 

As the Plymouth was being madg fast 
to the wharf there was seen to be a hole 
10 feet square in her hull on the star- 
board side about 35 feet from her bow,

Jack O’Brien, the 
men,’’ premier confidence man, was confi- 
denced into captivity by Chief of Detectives 
Desmond. 

Desmond calls him the king of his kind 
and his supremacy ‘we not d'sputed. 

A stclen overcoat led to h's capture. 
He did not. steal the coat. A confi- 
dence man would not do such a thing. 
Some common thief stole his. He called 
up the chief. The chief invited him to 
drop in. He dropped into the trap. 

He declares there are no charges against 


= “and! him in the United States, because he has 
‘spent the last two years in China, bring- 


ing back with him §22,000 he persuaded 
the Chinese to part with. 

O’Brien is 53 years old and has. always 
been associated with the most clever con- 
fidence men in the world, but the detéctives 
believe he is now what is known in criminal 
parlance as a ‘“‘dead one.” 

Becoming a “dead one’’ is dreaded by 
criminals even more than capture, and they 
declare there comes a time in the life of 
every lawbreaker, if he lives long enough, 
when he loses his nerve dnd becomes a 
wreck. | 

Chief Desmond, Assistant Chief Keely. 
Detectives Lawler, Sheviin and Murphy, all 
of whom talked with O’Brien Friday, be- 
lieve that is what has happened to him. 

Once the associate of such men as Tom 
O’Brien and Reed Waddell, who mulched 
Parisians opt of fortunes before O'Brien 
killed Waddell and got a life sentence in 
France, Jack O’Brien was a top-notcher. 
whose audacity astonished the police of 
two continents. 


His Overcoat 
' Was Lured Away. 


O'Brien came from Chicago about 10 days 
ago. He had plenty of money and while 
he was spending part of it someone re- 
lieved him of a fine Chinchilla overcoat. 

When the veteran confidence man discov- 
ered his loss he went over to East St. Louis 
to have a talk with Chief of Detectives 
Desmond. We wanted to sound the chief 
before he met him personally. Long expe- 
rience had taught him that if he went/ to 
the Four Courts the police were likely to 
compel him to stay there. 
loss to Chief Desmond by phone, and inci- 
Gentally had an interesting little conversa- 
tion. 

It was wit against wit» Chief Desmond 
wanted O'Brien, but he did not want him 
badly enough to send over to East St. Louls 
and extradite him. He blandly invited him 
over to the Four Courts to talk over old 
times. O'Brien had not been in St. Louis 
since the Veiled Prophet's parade in 1883, 
when he got off with a fine 

O’Brien hesitated about accepting the in- 


vitation. None knew better than he that 
the suave tones of the chief of detectives 
often disguise his real purpose.

for sale. Then he went» eae 
That same day a pare ne man came 
to town. Among other things he sol 
laying cards. The hantg all bo 
ecause they had sold all the cards . 

Next came two 
capitalists,’ one of whom was O’Brien. 
They had plenty of money and soon played 
eards with the business men. f course 
they used the cards the drummer ha 
sold. Whenever they were suspected their 
victims: sent out and bought a new deck. 


The Cards Were 

All Marked. 

It was not until weeks after they had 
been swindled the merchants learned the 
cards were all marked and that the four 


swindlers, the man who bought the cards, 
the man who sold them and the two capi- 
talists were all in collus on. 

Great notoriety came to O’Brien because 
of this swindle, and soon the plan was 
used so frequently it became known to 
ween in this country. 

O’Brien néver had another scheme that 
paid so well, and two y and a half 
ago a bright idea struck Him. He would 
go to China, where they had not heard of 
the ewindle. 

W'th a couple of companions he took a 
large stock of marked cards and loaded 
dice to China. One man sold the articles 
at anything he could get for them. The 
other two followed him up and gambled 
with the persons who bought the sure- 
thing dice and cards. 

Chinamen are inveterate gamb'lers. The 
American confidence men lived at the best 
hotels and spent money like millionaires, 
but O'Brien asserts he had ; he nad 
nut spent when he landed in San Francis- 
co a few months ago. . 

These are only a few of the exploits of 
the ‘“‘King of the Sure Thing Men.”’

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SECOND BREAK IN 
ST. FRANCIS LEVEE 


By a Post-Dispatch Staff Correspondent. 
MEMPHIS, Tenn., March 2#.—The second 
crevasse in the St. Francis levee 5 mea 
between Memphis and Caruthersville, was ' 


formed at 3 o'clock Thursday afternoon 
at Random Shot, three miles north of 
Pecan Point. 

Through a 400-foot gap the Mississippi 
ls shooting intc the fertile valley below, 
inuhdating hundreds of farms and planta- 
tions, re lives ney ‘valuable lumber and 
adrownhirg restock 

As in t Holly Bugh crevasse, the 
breuk ecourred at a point where it was 
not expected until the situation was be- 
yond control. 

Government Engineer Wystrand was in 
charge cf a large force of men. The levee. 
for a mile-stretch was very weak and 
three layers of sand bags were hid to 
keep the river from topping over. 

A strong southeast wind drove against 
the weak embankment at the rate of Ww 
miles an hour. 

About . o'clock the waves began to lap 
over in places and more bags were rushed 
to the nger points. Suddenly the levee 
gave way feet above the men at work. 

There was no warning. 

The river seemed to push 40 feet of earth 
out of the levee. 

It was done without any noise, and the 
water went through slowly at first, allow- 
ing the men below to escape. Then it 
gathered force as the ends of the embank- 
meat crumbled away.

It is urged that two canvassers, repre- 
senting the dominant parties, could work 
in collusion and thus accomplish gross reg- 
istration frauds. 

The chief features of the new measure 
may be summarized briefly as follows: 

1A list of all registered voters must 
he printed and distributed by the election 
commissioners at least 40 days before the 
el ction. 

Abolition of central re pacrentton at the 
City Hall, except on one day, when thus¢ 
wno desire to register must offer a satia- 
jel 9 excuse for their failure to do so bn- 
ore 

3. Equal division of clerical force in el2c- 
tion commissioner's office at City Hall, 
ainong Republicans and Democrats... At 
present Democrats contro! all clerkships. 

4. Stipulation of heavier penalties for of- 
fenses against election laws.

Successful Work Is Being 


Done There by Earnest 
H, Wands. 


GETTING OVER THE WATER 
IS AVERY SLOW PROCESS 


Good Exhibits Are Expected by Him 
From Ecuador and Colombia, 
Where He Is Now 
Going. 


After some very successful work in Ecu- 
ador in the interest of the World's Fair, 
Earnest H. Wands, who is representing 
the Fair in South America, writes that he 
decided to go to Bogota, Colombia, to 
work up the interest in that country. 

On reaching Lima, Mr. Wands found that 
the trip he had planned was not an easy 
one. The cities are little if any over 2250 
niles apart by the route traveled, but the 
progress is less than 100 miles a day. 

From Lima to Guayaquil the progress 
was easy enough, but at that port coast- 
ing steamers of very uncertain sailing dates 
had to be depended upon to reach Buena- 
ventura, from whence the inland journey 


would begin. 

Bogota is 15 days’ journey from the 
Buenaventura port by pack mules. It 
could be made in fewer days, if one was 
willing to leave his baggage behind, but 


Mr. Wands does not think the baggage- 
men of that country could be depended 
upon to deliver the trunks, and he pre- 
fers to remain with his, as the success 
of his journey to aWarge extent depends 
upon the display of the papers and other 
recommendations that are in his baggage. 

Should the coasting boat from Guaya- 
cuil to Buenaventura be an impossibility 
within a reasonable time, the trip up 
the coast would have to be made in a 
regular steamer that stops only at Pan- 
ama. 

Then would come the short trip across 
the isthmus, and from Colon he would 
sail to Cartagena or Sabanilla, and enter 
Bogota | the eastern route. 

This trip includes a six to fourteen 
days’ trip up the La Dorado. river, ac- 
cording to the speed of the boat and 
the condition of the river, both of which 
are uncertain. 

The railroad trips and three days in the 
saddle at a pack train pace are a part 
of this journey. 

With the other difficulties of this jour- 
rey, Mr. Wands will be compelled to pass 
through several districts where the yel- 
low fever is raging, but with all that 
his letter is bright and indicates that 
he is enjoying the prospect of the trip. 

The prospects for a good exhibit from 
Colombia are thought to be very en- 
couraging by Mr. Wands in advance of 
his visit. The revolution is about set- 
tled.-and the country will soon settle 
down to peaceful pursuits. 

In Ecuador, Mr. Wands’ visit has been 


followed by very ey joe A reports. 
All over the country World's air com- 
missions are being organized with a view 
of promoting the interests of that coun- 
try by making an exhibition of her 
unique resources where the world can 
view them.

THE OBLIGATIONS OF SUPERIORITY. 


Discussing in the Senate the President’s negro appointments in 
the South, Senator Money of Mississippi expressed the extreme 
yiew ooficerning the place the negro should occupy in the re- 
public. Taunting the President with the title of President of the 
Black Belt, Senator Money sald: 

“This is a white man’s country and a white man’s govern- 
ment. * * * The whole truth of history shows the utter in- 
competence of the negro for self-government.”’ 

Ie either one of these propositions true? Is there a word in 
the declaration of independence or the constitution which indli- 
cates that liberty or the rights and gurantees of free govern- 
ment shall be for white men alone? Do not both instruments 
expressly declare for manhood rights? Senator Money and his 
party want the declaration of independence and the constitution 
applied to the colored and mixed races of our new possessions— 
the Philippines, the Hawatian inslands and Porto Rico. Shall 
they be admitted to fellowship in government and the colored 
men in the states of the Union be denied such fellowship? Or 
ghall both be denied participation in government and the people 
ef the republic be divided into two classes, the white rulers and 
the colored subjects? Could the republic and republican prin- 
ciples survive a discrimination which would elevate one set of 
@itizens to the place of masters and reduce another to the place 
of serfs? 

But is the black man or the Filipino essentially incompetent 
for self-government? Is not the inferiority of the colored man 
largely due to the lack of educational advantages and training 
in self-government and the arts of civilization enjoyed by white 
men? Cannot inferior colored races be trained in civilization and 
self-government and thus elevated to a plane of useful citizen- 
ship? : 

Granting the conclusion of the late Prof. Ogden 8. Rood: of 
Columbia University, frequently quoted by extremists, that the 
blacks and whites are “developmentally separated by a chasm of 
90,000 years,”” cannot the chasm be bridged by the education and 
training of the blacks? 

The lot of the brown and black men is cast with us, not 
through their action, but ours. They are factors in our political 
and economic organization. Being superior to them and holding in 
eur hands their destinies, have we no obligations to them? Does 
bot our very superiority and our self-sought relation to them car- 
ty obligations? Can we not, by admitting them to our advantages 
and giving them the opportunity to exercise political rights and 
functions, raise them to our plane of civilization and self-gov- 
etnment? 

Can it be said that men of the type of Aguinaldo or Booker 
Washington are incapable of self-government? Washington is a 

l-blood negro, laboring under all the disadvantages of the 

' slave, yet by sheer force of character and genius he has 
practically bridged the chasm of 20,000 years. Speaking of race 
guperiority on Washington's birthday, Booker Washington said 
the superior race is that which “has learned to exhibit the great- 
@st patience, the greatest forbearance, the greatest interest in the 
poor and unfortunate and has been able to live in a high and 
free atmosphere and dwell above hatred and acts of cruelty.” 

These are the true marks of superiority. Fortunately the 
United States has never been without men who possessed them. 
for has the Democratic party ever been without men who pleaded 
for marhood rights, regardless of race or color. 

Three-quarters of & century ago ‘a greater Democrat than 
Genator Money or Senator Tillman pleaded for the treatmené of 
the blacks, then slaves and chattels, as men. Madison, in h's 
old age, advocating before the Virginia constitutional conven- 
tion the reckoning of slaves as three-fifths of their number, said 
that it was due to justice, humanity, our sympathies and char- 
acter as a people to treat them as human beings. If they were 
white, like European serfs, he said, this position would be ac- 
corded them. ‘“‘But the mere circumstance of complexion can- 
mot deprive them of the character of men.” 

This utterance could be paraphrased and applied with tremenh- 
Gous force to the question of our attitude towards and our 
treatment of the alien and weaker peoples whose lot has been 
east with ours. 

The vital question is whether we shall lift them up, enlarge 
their opportunities, train them in the arts of civilization and 
the exercise of political rights and functions, thus making them 
weeful citizens, or crush their aspirations and keep them in sub- 
Section by force, making them an element of disorder and dan- 
ger and placing the fetters of their oppressiop on our own 
limbs. 

History and experience point the way of wisdom—the way 
which will best serve not only their good, but our own welfare.

And this, though a dozen other little evidences of 
motherhood make the same demand at the same time. In fact.

Mothers’ meetings of this description will be worth while. They 
may not be so wise, but they will be more vital, not abstract, 
but concrete.

SUPERFLUOUS JUDGES. 


The bill to provide two additional circuit judges for the city of 
St. Louis has passed the state House of Representatives and 
the Gisposition of the Senate majority is said to be favorable to 
this measure. 

In Thursday’s Post-Dispatch, ex-Judge George W. Lubke pro- 
tests against the passing of the bill on the ground that the nine | 
circuit Judges now provided for St. Louis are able to do all the 
work and that the proposed two extra judges would be superfiu- 
ous and would add unnecessary expenses to the city’s burdens. 
Judge Lubke estimates the cost of maintaining the two new 
courts would be not less than $22,500 annually. 

The protest is well taken. The circuit bench tn St. Louis is 
not at present overloaded with work; the docket is not over- 
crowded. The judges themselves will testify to these facts. They 
themselves say that there is no need of two additional judges 
The principal work of the circuit courts is supplied by stree! 
rallway damage suits and these suits are gradually diminishing. 

The only excuse for an additional judge is the new juvenile 
court, which would require, if help were necessary, only one. 
But a new judge is not needed for that court. Its work will not 
require the services of a judge more than a day or two a weck 
and certainly a judge fully competent to handle its work and to 
develop the especial] purpose of this court can be selected from 
the men now on the circuit bench. 

The increasing of offices is an insidious growth which is per- 
sistently fostered by political machines. This growth is notice- 
able in St. Louts. It is greatly increasing the burdens of tbe 
city for the benefit of the political organizations. It should be 
checked and the official forces restrained within the limit ot 
economical efficiency. 

Instead of recommending candidates, however fit, for the bench, 
leading citizens might well devote their influence to checking the 
disposition to create unnecessary offices and to increase the of- 
ficial roster beyond the needs of the city.

That the creation of corporations and in- 
cidental matters have always been sub- 
jects of state jurisdiction.

Cé,, being prima facie legal, it developed 
upon the government to prove that they 
were not bona fide, but a mere formal de- 
vieea to evade the provisions of the Sher- 
man act. 

That any restraint of trade resulting 
from acts of the Northern Securities Co. is 
indirect and incidental only. and not cov- 
ered by the act of July 2, 1890. 

That if the Sherman act can be con- 
sirued to forbid’: the sale of stock in com- 
peting railroad companies to one purchas- 
er, that act is an attempted interference 
by Congress with transactions wholly 
within control of the states, and therefore 
unconstitutional. 

That, assuming that Congress has the 
right to pass such a commerce-fogulating 
statute, ft should be distinctly expresse 
aud not in the judicial interpretation of 
doubtful language in a penal statute.

In this suit the United States seeks to 
enjoin the Northern Securities Co. from 


owning and voting the stocks of two rall- 
way companies engagéd partly in interstate 
commerce. It is asserted that the owning 
by one corporation of a majority of the 
stock of these railway oompanies is prohib- 
co by an act passed by_Congress July 2, 


The act does not say that it is unlawful 
for one railway to buy, lease, own or comn- 
trol a competing railway. Nor is one per> 
son or corporation forbidden in_ terms t¢ 
own stock in two competing railways. I 
any of these things are rohibited, it is 
only because they necessarily restrain com- 
merce among the several states. 

The bftoad generality and indefiniteness of 
the language of the law call for great care 
in its interpretation and application to par- 
ticular cases | 

For its validity the act rests alone on 
article 1, section 8 of the constitution of 
the United States, which gives power 0 
Congress “‘to regulate commerce with for- 
eign nations and among the states and 
with the Indian tribes.’ Being passed in 
execution of this power, the statute can- 
not be interpreted more broadly than the 
grant of power itegelf. 

All the ordinary legislative power of gov- 
ernment, the general right to legislate 'con- 
cerning contracts and property rights and 
for the welfare, good order and morals of 
the people is reserved by dhe constitution 
to tie states.Congress can no more infringe 
on the reserved power of the states than 
they on it™ granted power. 


Promoters Question 


Congress’ Power. 

That Congress has not the constitutional 
power, under the guise of regulating com- 
merce, to prescribe the gencral rules by 
or under which either real estate or per- 
sonal property, stocks or bonds may be 
buught, owned, sold, passed by descent or 
willed within the states must be admitted. 
Muck less can Congress say that a inar 
may not buy a piece of property within a 
state, because he may intend to use the 
eame in a manufacture or business carried 
on with the intent to monopolize or re- 
strict interstate commerce. No more can 
Congress restrict the right of partnerships 
or corporations organized by virtue o 
etate laws to buy within the states either 
real or personal] property, including stocks 
and bonds. 

Again, if a contract, arrangement, or 
combination does restrain interstate trade, 
it is immaterial whether it has the sanc- 
tion of state law or not. A state law 
must yield to the power vested in Con- 
gress, In the case at bar, or in any simi- 
lar ease, the transaction must be treated 
as if fully authorized by state law. For 


a holding company to own the stock of 
plainly 


competing interstate carriers is 

no more prohibited by the act, than for 
one interstate carrier to purchase, lease, 
or otherwise control the property of a 
parallel or competing carrier. 

All these conclusions are greatly 


strengthened by the fact that everything 
which falls within the prohibition of the 
act 's made a. crime; evervthing denounced 
is illegal is made criminal. It is little 
short of absurd to suppose that Congress 
intended to make it a crime for a man to 
by stock in two competing interstate rail- 
way companies; or havine stock in one, 
to go into partnership with one who has 
stock in another: or to promote the forma- 
tion of a corporation to acnuire stock in 
both: or as director or officer of a cor- 
poration. already formed, to engage in 
acquiring such stock: or to promote the 
consolidation of two competing interstate 
carriers. or the lease or purchase by one 
of another. It is certainiv not too much 
to require that if Congress had intended 
to make these things crimes it should 
have said so. 


What if Morgan 
or Hill Died? 

M. D. Grover, general counsel for the 
Northern Pacific Railroad, pointed out 
that the death of James J. Hill, J. P'erpont 
Morgan or other heavy stockholders in 
transcontinental lines would seriously dis- 
turb conditions, unless the control of the 
roads was vested in some corporation like 


the Northern Securities Co. He sald the 
merger was a necessity to the commercial 
development of the Northwest, which 
would be greatly retarded if the combi- 
nation was dissolved. 

Attorney Grover, in the course of his ad- 
drees, admitted that one of the mot'‘ves for 
acquiring the Burlington was to prevent 
the Union Pacific from buy'‘ng it.
